Although Mr. Newman's condition is described as very poor by 
hospital authorities local officials stated that due to the prompt action 


and co-operation of our fire and police departments and the prompt 


use of the town’s new resusitator, Mr. 


Receiving the call at 5:30 p.m, 
the fire department rushed the re- 
susitator to the Newman home, In 
the meantime the police department 
brought the ambulance into play, 
both vehicles arriving at approxi- 
mately the same time, The resusita- 
tor was applied and never taken off 
Mt. Newman until arrival at the 
hospital where the hospital's resusi- 
tator took ove 

Mrs. Newman, mother of the 
striken man, collapsed at her Home 
and was revived by Irving Appleby, 
Butters Row instructor for the 
MDC, De. MacDougall arrived upon 
the scene and administered a seda- 
tive to the woman.

The Red 
Cross provides First Aid Kits, one 
being available to the life guard at 
the Lake, and another being at the 
Emergency first aid station, at the 
police station. The current program

A disaster kit is being prepared 
for Wilmington, and it will be stored 
in town, probably in the high school, 
against the day when major catas- 
trophe strikes.
